ABSTRACT 


A post footing for holding a post segment above a 
ground surface comprises an outer sleeve adapted to 
be forcibly driven into the ground. A socket member 
is pressure fitted within the outer sleeve with the 
leading end of the sleeve extending beyond the socket 
member to prevent the latter from being damaged in 
the event that an obstacle be encountered while the 
footing is being driven into the ground. The socket 
member defines a socket adapted to receive and hold 
an above-ground post segment once the footing has 
been installed in the ground.
